view or the radical departure which the 
party in power had made from the prin- 
ciples sat forth in that historical docu- 
ment, it Is meet that we—true believers 
in the republic of old—«hould, when 
choositiff a field and forming our lines 
for the bloodless battle of ballots now 
impending, say in the language of one 
of the loved patriots of long ago: "Read 
this declaration at the head of the army, 
and every word shall be drawn from Ita 
seaboard, and a solemn vow taken to 
maintain it or to perish on the bed of 
honor." 
Much of th* history of this republic 
•hall be either made or marred by the 
action of this convention. You, as rep-

Then a 
financial cataclysm had spread over the 
country, and, although its every induc- 
ing cause was easily traced to the errors 
and follies of the Republican party, yet 
we were in power when it came, and were 
wrongly held responsible for the wreck 
of shattered fortunes which followed in 
its wake. Torn assunder by disse-nsiona 
within, and disasters without, our party 
faced a gloomy and foreboding future 
which seemed to augur its dissolution. 


"While discord with her riaring torch 


confused the counsels there, from out 
the sunset realm a champion came and 
bade defiance to the oncoming host. 
With the strength of youth, and the 
wisdom of age, with knightly mein and 
matchless speech, he toweoed above his 
peers, and all who saw him then with 
one accord did hail him "chief" and gave 
our party's banner to his hand. Slowly 
despair gave way to hope, confidence 
took the place where timorous fear had 
been, the broken shattered columns 
formed again, and behind him, surging, 
came 6,500,000 valiant men to that un- 
equal fight. 


And the stroy of how well he fought, 
how fearlessly he fell, and hjMr dearly 
the enemy's victory was bought, has all 
gone out into history now. 


Back from his first battle he came, a 


baffled but unconquered hero of the 
rights of man. 
Conspicuous of the 


rectitude of his purpose, and cheered by 
the belief that no issue is ever settled 
until it is settled right, he cheerfully 
acquiesced in the result of that cam- 
paign, and girded his loins for the next 
great contest between the dollar and the 
man. 


For four years he has waged an un- 


ceasing warfare against the people's 
enemy, for four years he has held up the 
party's standard and his voice has 
cheered the hosts of Democracy in every 
Btatc and territory. 
When the trusts 


began to increase under the protection 
of a Republican administration, he waa 
the first to point out the danger and pre- 
scribe a remedy. 


When the alarms of a war for hu- 


manity roused the heroic spirit of our 
land, he offered his sword to his coun- 
try's cause on the day that war waa 
declared. 


When later he saw the administration 
departing from the ancient landmarks 
of our institutions, in ita enchanted 
dream of empire and militarism, he waa 
the first to raise a warning voice, and re- 
signing his commission on the day the 
treaty of peace was signed, he threw 
himself Into the contest for the rescue 
of the republic. 


With the issues now clearly drawn, no 


doubt remains as to the name of our 
candidate. 
On that question we are a 


reunited Democracy. 


Already worthy allies differing from 
us rather in name than faith 
have 


Bhouted for our. gallant leader again, 
and every state and territory has "in- 
structed its delegates to this convention 
to vote for him here. 
So it only re- 


mains for Nebraska to pronounce the 
name that has be«n thundered from the 
foot of Bunker Hill and echoed back 
from Sierra's sunset slope, and that re- 
verberates among the pine-clad, snow- 
capped hills of the north, and rises up 
from 
the slumbering, flower-scented 
savannahs of the south, and that name 
is the name of William Jennings Bryan, 
her best-loved, son. 


wncn trie af.mlnatrallon had spent H- 


lelf the speeches seconding the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Bryan were In order. 


Hawaii, through its native delegate, 


John H. Wise, made Its first seconding 
speech In a Democratic national conven- 
tion. Several other seconding speeches 
were made, and finally a sweet volc-fd 
and pleasant faced woman alternate 
from Utah seconded the nomination of 
Mr. Bryan In behalf of the state of Utah. 


Then came the voting. State 
aftrr 


•tate recorded its vote In bchair of the 


candidate and giving him the 
a yjrte ot all tho ttajea and 


territories. The convention managers 
had already agreed that was sufficient 
work for the day and the vice president 
nomination was allowed to go over until 
today. 


Next to the demonstration for tha 


party candidate, that greeting the an- 
nouncement that Imperialism was to be 
the paramount issue of this campaign 
was the most spontaneous and signifi- 
cant of the day .Sena tor Tlllman read the 
platform and with measured force, 
brought out the fact that Imperialism 
was now given the first and supreme 
place among the issues of the party. 


The delegates were in complete sym- 


pathy with this expression was shown 
by the terrific and long-sustained ap- 
plause, lasting over 22 minutes and ex- 
ceeding the ovations usually accorded 
the favorite's of the party. Following 
this the announcement that the 16 to 1 
idea was retained in the platform re- 
ceived only faint and 
illy-sustained 


recognition, the applause being limited 
to a few minutes. The platform fol- 
lows: 
| 


Declaration ot Principles. 


We, the representatives of the Demo- 


cratic party of the United States, as- 
sembled In convention on the anniver- 
sary of the adoption of the Declaration 
of Independence, do reaffirm our faith 
in that immortal proclamation, of the 
inalienable rights of man, and our al- 
legiance to the constitution framed in 
harmony therewith by the fathers of the 
republic. 
We hold, with the United 


States supreme court, that the Declara- 
tion of Independence is the spirit of our 
government, of which the constitution 
la the form and letter. 
We declare 


again that all governments instituted 
among men derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed; that 
any government not based upon the 
consen^of the go \rerned Is a tyranny, and 
that to Impose upon any people a govern- 
ment of force is to substitute the meth- 
ods of imperialism for those of a re- 
public. 
We hold that the constitution 


follows the flag, and denounce the doc- 
trine that an executive or congress, de- 
riving their experience and their powers 
from the constitution, can exercise law- 
ful authority beyond it, or in violation 
of it. 
We assert that no nation can 
long endure half republic and half em- 
pire, and we warn the American, people 
that imperialism abroad will lead qulck- 
Jy and Inevitably to despotlsrr^at home. 


Belie-^fng in these fundamental prin- 


ciples, we denounce the Porto Rico law 
as a bold and open violation of the na- 
tion's organic law and a flagrant breach 


j of the national good faith. 
It imposes 


upon the people of Porto Rico a gov- 
ernment without their consent, and tax- 
ation without representation. 
It dis- 


honors the American people by repudiat- 
ing a solemn pledge made in their be- 
half by the commanding general of our 
army, whom the Porto Ricans welcomed 
to a peaceful and unresisted occupation 
of their land. It doomed to poverty and 
distress a people whose helplessness ap- 
peals with peculiar force to our justice 
and magnanimity. 
In this, the first act of its imperialistic 
program, the Republican party Sfeks to 
commit the United States to a colonial 
policy, inconsistent with republican in- 
stitutions and condemned by the su- 
preme court in numerous decisions. 


Cuba and the Philippines. 


We demand the prompt and honest 


fulfilment of our pledge to the Cuban 
people and the world that the United 
States has no disposition nor intention 
to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
control over the ieland of Cube, except 
for its pacification. 
The war ended 


nearly two years ago, profound peace 
relg-as over all the island from its peo- 
ple, while Republican carpetbag officials 
plunder its revenues and exploit the 
colonial theory to the disgrace of the 
American people. 


We condemn and denounce the Phil- 
ippine policy of the present administra- 
tion. 
It has involved the republic in 


unnecessary war, sacrificed the lives of 
many of our noblest sons, and placed the 
United States, previously known and 
applauded throughout the world as the 
champion of freedom, in the falae and 
un-American position of crushing with 
military force the efforts of our former 
allies to achieve liberty and self-gov- 
ernment. 
The Filipinos cannot be cit- 


izens without endangering our civiliza- 
tion; they cannot be subjects withou,t 
Imperilling our form of government* 
and, as ws are not willing to surrender 
our civilization or to convert the re- 
public into an empire, we favor an im- 
mediate declaration of the nation's pur- 
pose to give to the Filipinos first a 
stable form of government; second, in- 
dependence; third, protection from out- 
Bide interference, such as has been 
given for nearly a century to the re- 
publics of Central and South America. 


The greedy commercialism which dic- 
tated the Philippine policy of the Re- 
publican administration attempts to 
justify I. with the plea that it will pay, 
but even this sordid and unworthy plea 
fails when brought to the tesit of facts. 
The war of criminal aggression against 
the Filipinos, entailing, an annual ex- 
pense of many millions has already cost 
more than any possible profit that could 
accrue from the entire Philippine trade 
tor years to come. 
Furthermore when 
trade is extended at the expense of lib- 
erty the price is always too high. 


We are not opposed to territorial ex- 
pansion when it takes in desirable ter- 
ritory which can be erected into states 
in the Union and whose people a-re will- 
ing and flt to become American citizens. 


Expansion Favored. 


We favor expansion by every peace- 


ful ajid legitimate means. But we are 
unalterably opposed to the seizing or pur- 
chasing of distant islands to be gov- 
erned outside the constitution and who.se 
people can never become citizens. 
We are in favor of extending the re- 
public's influence among the nations, 
but believe that influence should be ex- 
tc-nded, not by force arid violence, but 
through the persuasive power of a high 
and honorable example. • 


The Importance of other questions now 


pending before the American people is 
in no wise diminished and the Demo- 
cratic party takes no.backward step 
from its position on them, but the burn- 
ing issue of imperialism growing out of 
the Spanish war involves the very ex- 
| istence of the republic and the destruc- 
i tion of our free Institutions. We 
re- 
gard it as the paramount issue of the 
campaign. 


The declaration In the Republican 


platform adopted at tfre Philadelphia 
convention, held In Jun^e, 1900, that the 
Republican party "steadfastly adheres 
to the policy announced In the Monrce 
doctrine," is manifestly Insincere and 
deceptive. This profession Is contra- 
dicted by theavowed policy of that party 
In opposition to the spirit of the Monroe 
doctrlno to acquire and hold sovereignty 
over large areas of' territory and large 
numbers of people in the eastern hemis- 
phere. We insist on the strict main- 
tenance of the Monroe doctrine and" In ull 
Its Integrity, both In letter and in spirit, 
aa necessary to prevent the extension of 
European authority on this continent 
and aa fifteentia^ to our supremacy In 
American affairs. At the same tlm« we 
declare that no American people shall 
ever be held by force .In unwilling gub- 
jccllon to gHraBgan authority. 


We oppose militarism. It means can- 
quest abroad and Intimidation and op- , 
pressitm at home. It means the strong 
arm which has ever been fatal to free in- 
stitutions. It is what millions of our 
cftizena fled from inBurope. If will Im- 
pose upop.otirpetto*4avlng people a large 
standing army and unnecessary burden 
of taxation and a constant menace to 
their liberties. A small standing army 
and a well disciplined state militia ar-e 
amply sufficient in time (A peace. 


Thlg republic has no place for a vast 
military service and conscription. When 
the nation Is in danger the vulunteeia 
ara the couetry'e best defenders. The 
national guard" of the United States 
«hmOd~ever"be cherished In the patriotic 


hearts of a free ptople. Such organlia- 
Uonmore ever.aij element of strength and 
safety. For the first Umt to our history 
and co-evil with the Philippine conquest 
has there been a wholesale departure 
from our time honored and approved 
system of volunteer organization. We 
denounce it as un-American, un-Demo- 
cratlc and un-Republican and as a sub- 
version of ancient and fixed principles of 
a free people. 


Concerning Trusts. 


Private monopolies are indefensible 
and Intolerable. They destroy competi- 
tion, control the price of all material, and 
of the finished product, thus robbing 
both producer and coasumer. They | 
lessen the employment of labor, and \ 
arbitrarily fix the terms and conditions i 
thereof and deprive individual energy , 
and small capital of their opportunity [ 
t'o.r betterment. 
| 


They are the most efficient means yet , 


devised for appropriating the fruits of 
industry to the benefits of the ffew and 
at the expense of the many, and unless 
their unsatiate greed Is checked all 
wealth will be aggregated to a few hands 
and the republic destroyed. The dis- 
honest paltering with the trust evil by j 
the Republican party in state and ria- ! 
tlonal platforms Is conclusive proof of | 
the truth of the charge that trust* ara ! 
the legitimate product of Republican '' 
policies; that they are fostered by Re- ' 
publican laws, and that they are pro- \ 
tected by the Republican administration 
In return for campaign subscriptions 
and political support. 
We pledge the Democratic party to an 
unceasing warfare ia nation, state and 
city against private monopoly in every 
form. . Existing laws against trusts 
should be enforced and more stringent 
ones must be enacted providing for 
publicity as to the affairs of the corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate commerce 
and requiring all corporations to show, 
before doing business outside of the state 
of their origin, that they have no water 
In their stock, and that they Save not 
, 
attempted and are not attempting to , 
monopolize any branch of business or tho 
production of any articles of merchan- 
• 
dise; and tire whole constitutional power 
of congress over interstate commerce, 
the mails and all modes of interstate 
communication sihall be exercised by the 
enactment of comprehensive laws upon 
the subject of trusts. Tariff laws should 
be amended by putting the products of 
trusts upon the free list to prevent 
monopoly under the plea of protection.

The failure of the present Republican 
administration, with an absolute con- 
trol over all the branches of the na- 
tional government, to enact legislation 
designed to prevent or even curtail the 
absorbing power of trusts and illegal 
combinations, or to enforce the anti- 
trust laws already on the statute books, 
prove the insincerity of the high sound- 
Ing phrases of the Republican platform. 


Corporations should be protected in 
all their rights and their legitimate In- 
terests should be respected, but any at- 
tempt by corporations to interfere with 
the public affairs of the people, or to 
control the sovereignty which creates 
them, should be forbidden under such 
penalties as will make such attempts 
Impossible. 
! 
We condemn the Dingley tariff law 


as a trust-breeding measure, skilfully , 
devised to give the few favors which . 
they do not deserve, and to place upon | 
tie many burdens thich. they should not 
bear. 


We favor such an elargement of the 


ecope of the interstate commerce law as i 
will enable the commissiton to protect 
individuals and communities from dis- 
criminations and the public from unjust 
and unfair transportation rates. 


We reaffirm and endorse the principles 


of the national Democratic platform 
adapted at Chicago in 1S96, and we re- 
iterate the demand of that platform for 
an American financial system, made by 
the American people for themselves, 
Which shall restore and maintain a bi- 
metallic price level, and as part of such 
system the immediate restoration of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
gold at the present legal ratio of 16 to 1, 
without waiting for the consent of any 
other nation. 


Currency Bill Denounced. 


We denounce the currency bill enacted 
at the last session of congress as a step 
forward in the Republican policy which 
aims to discredit the sovereign right 
of the national government to issue all 
money, whether coin or paper, and to 
bestow upon national banks the power 
to Issue and control the volume of pa- 
per money for their own benefit. 
A 


permanent national bank currency, se- 
cured by government bonds, must have 
a permanent debt to rest upon, and If 
the bank currency is to Increase with 
population and business the debt must 
also increase. 
T,Jie Republican cur- 
rency scheme is, therefore, a scheme 
for fastening upon the tax payers a per- 
petual and growing dabt. 


We are opposed to this private cor- 
poration paper circulated as money, but 
without legal tender qualities, and de- 
mand the retirement of the national 
bank notes as fast as this government's 
paper or silver certificates can be sub- 
stituted for them. 


We favor an amendment to the federal 
•onstltution providing for the election 
ef United States senators by direct vote, 
and we favor direct legislation wherever 
practical. 


We are opposed to government by in- 


junction; we denounce the blacklist and 
favor arbitration as a means of settling 
disputes between corporations and their 
employes. 


In the Interest of American labor and 


the uplifting of the workingman as the 
cornerstone of Uhe prosperity of our 
country, we recommend thay congress ! 
create a department of labor in charge 
of fe secretary, with a seat in the cab- 
inet, believing that the elevation of the 
American laborer will bring with it in- 
creased production and increased pros- 
perity to our country at home and our 
commerce abroad. 


We are proud of the courage and fidel- 
ity of the American soldiers and sailors 
(n all our wars; w* favor liberal pem- 
•iona to them and their dependents, and 
we reiterate the position taken In the 
Chicago platform in 1896 that the fact 
of enlistment and service shall be 
deemed conclusive evidence against dls- 
eass and disability before enlistment. 
We favor the Immediate construction, 


ownership and control of the Nicaragua 
canal by the United States, and we de- 
nounce the insincerity of the plank Tn 
the Republican platform for an Isth- 
mian canal In face of the failure of the 


Republican majority to pa*» the bill 
pending in congress. 


We condemn the Hay-Pauncefota 
treaty as a surrender of American rights 
and interests, not to be tolerated by the 
American people. 


We denounce the failure of the R»- 
publlcan party to carry orut the pledges to 
grant statehood to the territories of Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Oklahoma, and we 
promise the people of those territories 
immediate statehood and home rule dur- 
ing their condition as territories; and 
we favor home rule and a territorial 
form of government for Alaksa and 
Porto Rico. 


We favor an intelligent system of Im- 


proving the arid lands of the west, stor- 
ing the waters for purposes of irrigation 
and the1 holding of such lands for actual 
Eettlere. 


We favor the continuance and strict 


enforcement of the Chinese exclusion 
law and its application to the same 
classes of all Asiatic races. 


Jefferson 
said: 
"Peace, commerce 


and honest friendship with all nations; 
entangling alliances with none." 
We 


approve this wholesome doctrine and 
earnestly protest against the Republi- 
can departure which has involved UB In 
so-called world politics, Including the 
diplomacy of Europe and the land grab- 
bing of Asia, and we especially con- 
demn the ill-concealed Republican al- 
liance with them which roust mean dis- 
crimination against 
friendly nations, 


and which has already stifled the na- 
tion's voice, while liberty is being 
strangled in Africa. 


Believing in the principles of self- 


government, and rejecting, as did our 
forefathers, the claim of monarchy, we 
view wiyi indignation the purpose of 
Englanoto overwhelm with force the 
South African republics.

we do for the entire American nation, 
except its Republican officeholders, and 
for all free men everywhere, we extend 
our sympathtes to the heroic burghers in 
their unequal struggle to maintain their 
liberty and independence. 
We denounce the lavish appropriations 


of recant Republican congresses which 
have kept taxes blgh and which threaten 
the perpetuation of the 
oppressive 
war levies. 
We oppose the accumula- 


tion of a surplus to be squandered in 
euch barefaced frauds upon the tax 
payers as the shipping subsidy bill, 
which, under the falae pretence of pros- 
pering American shipbuilding, wiould. 
put unearned millions into the pockets 
of favorite contributors to the Republi- 
can campaign fund. 
We favor the re- 


duction and speedy repeal of the war 
taxes, and the return to the time-hon- 
ored Democratic policy of strict economy 
of government expenditures. 
Believing that our most cherished in- 
stitutions are in great peril, that the 
very existence of our constitutional re- 
public ia at stake, and that the decision 
now to be rendered 
will determine 


whether or not our children are to en- 
joy those blessed privileges of free gov- 
ernment which have made the United 
States great, prosperous and honored, 
We earnestly ask for the foregoing dec- 
laration of principles the hearty support 
of the llberty*lovlng American people, 
regardless of previous party affiliations. 


A stirring event of the day was the 


appearance of Webster Davis, formerly 
assistant secretary or the interior under 
Mr. McKinley's administration. In a 
speech severely arraigning the Republi- 
can party for its lack of sympathy for 
the Boers and formally announcing hia 
•Jlegiance to the Democratic party. 


A Hard-fought Battle. 


But the great little of the convention 


had not been fought under the eyes of 
Cheering thousands, but in the privacy 
of the closely guarded quarters of the 
committee on platform. Here was 
waged throughout Wednesday night and 
ag-ain Thjirsday morning one of the most 
remarkable struggles that he,,-} ever 
racfeed this historic party. Oil" the one 
hand was the influence of Bryan and the 
absolute unity of devotion felt toward 
him and the cause of silver with which 
his name is inseparably linked. On the 
other hand were many of the patriarchs 
of the party insisting- that the very life 
of the organization was endangered by 
changing.Its old issues, and that the duty 
of the hour called for new Issues based 
on new and vital events. This contest 
was at last narrowed down to the one 
issue of specifically reaffirming- the 
party's adherence to a 16 to 1 standard, 
as desired by Mr. Bryan, or of reaffirm- 
l£g- the silver plank in most general 
terms. And on this issue the brains, the 
cagacity, the persuasive eloquence and 
the best ability of the convention for 36 
hours was engaged in a battle royal for 
supremacy. 


Out of this fierce strife the adherents 


of Bryan emerged scarred, but victori- 
ous. They have written the platform in 
their own way, with 16 to 1. But it was 
a victory by a scratch, for a single vote 
would have turned the scale. And it has 
riot been a victory without concession, 
for in the final draft silver is no longer 
"paramount," it is far down in the plat- 
form, while in the very forefront is the 
declaration that imperialism Is the 
"paramount issue of this campaign." 


Hill Promises New York's Electoral Vote. 
The speech of David B. Hill was wildly 


applauded, especially those porticos of 
it in which ha declared his support of 
Bryan and trie platform. MY. Hfil said: 


In behalf of the Democratic masses of 
the state of New York I second the nom- 
ination whish has been made from the 
state of Nebraska. William J. Bryan 
jdoes not belong to Nebraska alone; he 
fcelongs to the north and the south, to 
the east and the west—he belongs to the 
whole country at large. It Is a nomina- 
tion already rhade in the hearts and^the 
affections of the American people. From 
the closing of the polls four years ago 
until this very hour there never was a 
possibility of any other nomination being 
made. Nebraska is proud of him, hut 
New York is proud of him also. For 
four years he has upheld the banner of 
Democracy in almost every state In the 
Union. His voice has been heard not 
only in behalf of our principles, but in 
behalf of the working men, In befialf of 
lliumanlty. 


He is strong1, strong with the masses; 
strong with fne farmers, strong with the 
artisan—stronger even than his own 
cause. His integrity has never been 
questioned during all the time he has 
been under the gaze of the American 
people. His statesmanship 
has been 


e^thlbited In the halls of congress. No 
others have served during such a brief 
period that made such an Impression 
upon the minds and hearts and con- 
science of the American people. 
The cause he represents Is peculiarly 
the cause of the people. His election 
•will mean honesty and Integrity in pub- 
lic.office. It will mean the amelioration 
ot the people; It will mean the destruc- 
tion ofcrlminal trusts and monopolies. 
It will'Wlean economy and retrenchment 
In governmental affairs; It fwlll mean 
the 
supremacy of the constitution 
everywhere throughout this land wher- 
ever the flag floats. It will mean a re- 
turn to the advocacy of the principles o£ 
the Declaration of Independence. It 
will prove a blessing not only to those 
who vote for him, but to the few who 
may vote against him. I was one of those 
who In good faith douittd the wisdom of 
some portions of the platform, doubted 
the propriety of going Into details on 
certain portions of our financial policy, 
but the wisdom of this convention has 
determined otherwise, and I acquiesce 
cheerfully In the decision. 
I am h«ro »o say further that the plat- 
form that has been read is worthy of the 
vote and approval of every man who 
claims to be a Democrat In this country. 
Those who do not admire some portions 
cannot sn«ak for others. If there are 
some issues which they do not desire to 
present as strong as some others, they 
can at least talk about something in this 
platform that is worthy of their ap- 
proval. At least, In some portions of 
this country, the paramount issue is 
going to carry and carry strongly, Th'a 
tor, flevtaton.

As sure as 
election day comes and if we should 
happen to be defeated, which I do not 
believe, what will follow?

What Is a Myptlcf 


What 5s a mystic? The dictionary 


gives us an answer perhaps,-but one 
wants in a thousand cases something 
more than the dictionary. We like to 
make definitions ourselves. Tbis is a 
stronger tendency than we suspect A 
mystic is a man who makes his own 
definitions. 


I knew a man many years ago In a 


country town where I lived who was 
& typical nonconformist and an el- 
ample of self reliance. He was withal 
a man of strong character and did not 
ask anybody's good opinion. He was a 
cabinet maker and always spelled bu- 
reau "buro." A man to whom he sent 
a bill said to him, "This is not the way 
Webster spells bureau." "Well," said 
he, "this Is the way I spell It and I 
have as good a right to my way as 
Webster has to his." He was a mystic 
In orthography.

called the same thing "the morning 
redness." That too, defies the diction- 
ary. Swedenborg calls love "fire" and 
beyond all others in modern times 
makes definitions of his own. All poets 
are to some extent mystics, inasmuch 
as they express themselves in symbols 
and metaphors.—Coming Age. 


One or more tables should be found In 


every kitchen, and better two or three- 
small ones than a single large one. Oc- 
casionally there- Is a chance fora folding 
table hinged ag-alnst the wall. Aside 
from that all tables should have castors 
that they may be moved readily. The 
common kkcagn table has one drawer, 
and when its one leaf is open the top is 
about four feet square; such table 
usually costs about S3. The ready-made 
tables are rarely high enough for work, 
and though castors will be an improve- 
ment, it is often better to have the legs 
fastened on blocks. 


A zinc-covered table Is excellent for 


use near the stove. Where this is not 
available there should be some small 
hardwood boards to place on the table 
for hot kettles. 


A table on strong castors with one or 


two shelves below is a help in clearing 
soiled dishes from the dining- table and 
bringing them to the sink and back 
again to the table after washing. There 
should be a slight, ledge of wo.od around 
each shelf as a guard against breakage 
of dishes. 


How to keep the kitchen tables clean 


Is an Important question for housekeep- 
ers. Where there are plenty of helpers 
the plain wooden surface can be scrubbed 
clean and white, but under other con- 
ditions a daily scrubbing may be Im- 
possible. Enamelled cloth is easily kept 
clean, but must be renewed frequently, 
Once the enamel Is broken the cloth be- 
gins to absorb moisture and become dis- 
colored and dirty. It is seldom wise to 
nail this Covering on a table or shelf, for 
every fold or crack means a place for 
dust and dirt to accumulate, which In 
time will attract water bug-s, ants or 
any other insects in the neighborhood. 
Usually it is better to have the enamel 
cloth a few Inches larger than the table 
and to change its position occasionally 
that it may wear evenly. 


When the top of a table has become 


discolored with stains and age and Is 
scratched and roughened by use the best 
way to treat it is to have it planed. A 
carpenter with his plane will accomplish 
more in a few moments than cou'a be 
done by hours of cleaning. This can be 
done several times without injuring- a 
table top of usual thickness. 


There are patented kitchen taibles with 


compartments for utensils and materials 
for cooking-. These have many advan- 
tages, yet any woman would rather plan 
her own work table. Such tables, how- 
ever, must be expensive if they are well 
made. Unless the lumber used Is thor- 
oughly dry a,nd of the beet quality there 
will be cracks in the various divisions 
and the drawers and doors will not open 
and close easily. In general it is not 
wise to have too many compartments or 
to keep food materials in direct contact 
with the wood-. Tin boxes and glass jars 
are the best receptacles for spices, sugar, 
cereals, dried fruits, etc., etc. 


A high -stool is a most useful accom- 


paniment for the kitchen tables; ironing 
and much cooking can-be as well done by 
the housekeeper if she sits down as when 
she keeps on her feet all day. 


Instead of a special cooking- table our 


kitchen may hive a dressrer or cupboard 
with a wide shelf, on which much work 
can be done. Doors on such a dresser 
are rather superfluous, and It Is easier 
to remove a small amount o5 dust than 
it is to be constantly opening-and clos- 
ing a door. Holland shade® can be ar- 
ranged to run up and down in front of 
the shelves. If possible have one place 
for utensils and 'another for supplies. 
The articles most in use should be placed 
nearest at hand.

NURSERY COOKERY. 


SMALL CHILD'S 


DIET, 


By Christine Terhune Herrick. 


(Continued from last week.) 


All liberties with a little child's diges- 


tion should be avoided more strictly la 
hot weather than at any other time. Thia 
is especially the case when he is passing 
through the mother-dreaded second sum- 
mer. We are told that the trouble from 
which many children suffer at this period 
is not due to the fact that they are teeth- , 
ing, but to certain changes that are tak- 
ing place in the digestive and Intestinal 
tract. Whatever the cause, the result is 
the same, a tendency to irregularity at 
the bowols, colics, discomfort, restless- 
ness. Unless the child has some cosstl- , 
tutional disability, it Is often possible, ' 
by care, to avoid many slight dlerange- 
ments. 


When the^ baby is given meat or any , 


othr-r heavy food it should be in the mid- 
flic of the day, and should be accompanied 
by lighter articles of diet, that hisdiges- • 
tion may not be too severely taxed. Un- 
couked fruits of any sort should he ab- 
solutely tabooed, until perhaps the sea- 
Eon of ripe peaches. Then, if .the child 
has been entirely well during the past 
•weeks, a bit of dead ripe and entirely 
fi esh peach may be given to him, at tha 
close of his midday meal. But even such 
slight indulgences as this should ba be- 
stowed with great caution. 


For sweets, let the child rely upon such 


gruels as those mentioned above, arrow- 
root jelly and junket, — for which direc« 
tlons have been given in prsct ding chap- 
ters, — arrowroot and fnrtia blanc manga 
and other Pimple desserts. Sugars ara 
less needed by the child now than in win- 
ter, when the carbon has an important . 
share in keeping up animal heat. A little 
of It will do him good, however, If it ia 
administered in tht right combination. 


ARROWROOT CUSTARD. 


Make two heaping teaspoonfuls of Ber- 


muda arrowroot into a paste with a littla 
cold water. Heat a pint of milk in double 
boiler, put the paste into this, and sthc 
until it is thick and smooth. Beat one 
egg light with a heaping tablespoonful of 
granulated sugar, stir this into the hot ' 
arrowroot, carefully, that it may not^ 
curdle, cook two minutes more and take 
from the fire. Tins may be flavored with 
vanilla or with a little fruit juice. Straw- 
berry juice gives it a pretty colour. It 
should be eaten oo!d with cream.

Boll sufficient salt cod for the family 


aaid pick out the skin and bones when 
it is warm. Next day chop it fine with 
any cold potatoes left over. In a frying- 
pan fry crisp a few slices of salt pork, 
take out the pork and put in the fish and 
potato and one gill of milk, stirring care- 
fully without disturbing the bottom and 
eldjea. On the top put a few pieces of 
butter just before it is done. The mix- 
ture should come out whole and well 
browned. 


CREAMED LOBSTER. 


Cut up into dice enough lobster meat 


to make one pint. Mix in a saucepan, 
two tablespoonfuls each of butter and 
flour, adding salt and pepper and a littla 
cayenne to season, and gradually ooa 
cupful and one-half of rich milk, stir-Tina 
until smooth and creamy; then add tha 
diced lobster and set back where It will 
be warm without boiling for tein minutes* 
Add a little lemon juice just before ser»^ 
ing. 


CHEESE RELISH. 


Cut one-quarter of a pound of fresS 


cheese into thin slices; put into a frying 
pan an$ pour over it large cupful of rich* 
milk; add a quarter of a teaepoonfui o£ 
dry mustard, a little salt and pepper and 
a small piece of butter, stir constantly; 
roll three common crackers very fine and, 
sprinkle them In gradually. Turn inta 
a hot dish and serve at once in hot plates. 


RICE MER-INGTTES. 


Boll one teacupful of rice in milk" un- 


til tender and pour into a bowl; stir in 
beaten yolks of three eggs with sugar 
and flavoring to taste. Stir this mix- 
ture over the fire a few minutes and put 
on a dish to cool. When nearly cold, 
smooth the surface, cover with crashed 
sweetened Strawberries, and over all 
place the whites of the eggs beaten with 
sugar to a stiff froth.

NEW FIREPROOF DOCKS. 


Well Known Architect's Plan 


For a Great System. 


TENEMEHTS ABOVE THE HEB8. 


Joaepb M. Burton Claims HI* Plan, 


if Carried Oat, Would Be £t Great 
Benefit to the Poor—He Advocates 
a Water Front of Stone, In Which 
Danger From Fire Would Be Elim- 
inated. 
Joseph M. Huston, the well known 


Philadelphia architect, has bad copy- 
righted plans for a system of fireproof 
docks, which docks, If substituted for 
inflammable wooden piers now in use, 
would eliminate, he says, all danger 
from such terrible fires as that which 
devastated Hoboken's water front, kill- 
ed hundreds of people and destroyed 
millions of dollars' worth of shipping. 


More than that, his system provides 


for the housing of millions of persons 
In big tenements built upon the docks 
and for cold storage and other ware- 
houses under the tenements, says the 
Philadelphia Press. 
He says these 


noncombustible docks could be built 
at a cost comparatively low and that 
by their use the value of water front 
property in the great seaboard cities 
would 
bo tremendously increased, 


chiefly because of the model tenement 
houses to be built on the docks, while 
the change from the slums to the wa- 
ter front would be a godsend to great 
numbers of poor people. 
The build- 


ings would have electric elevators and 
ajnple skylights and windows. 


The company organized to handle 


this big scheme has already sent its 
plans to Mr. Schwab of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Steamship company, which 
Buffered such great loss at the Hobo- 
ken fire. Mr. Huston has also been 
in consultation with some of the lead- 
ers in New York's municipal affaijp, 
Including officials directly concerned 
iu managing New York's water front 
property. 
This property is leased to 


the shipping interests by the city, and, 
including the water front along the 
East and North rivers, in the borough 
of Brooklyn, as well as Manhattan, 
Is of enormous value. 


Mr. Huston looks forward to the 


time when fireproof decks will sheathe 
the water frontage not only of New 
York, but of Philadelphia, Boston, Bal- 
timore, New Orleans and all the sea- 
board and ^ike cities of the Unjted 
States. He has recently been around 
the world, and he paid particular at- 
tention to the docks In various ports. 
He says nearly all the big seaboard 
cities of Europe are ahead of our own 
cities In this respect, Inasmuch as they 
use durable, fireproof 
construction 


throughout Southampton and Liver- 
pool, for instance, have splendid piers, 
away ahead of the timber affairs at 
which ships are docked in America. 
Even along the Nile are docks that 
would make our flimsy timber 'piling 
look mean and dangerous. 


"In Venice," said Mr. Hueton the 


other afternoon, "the people live In 
structures built directly along the ca- 
nals. My plan, If it were carried out, 
would work a great change In the 
method of housing poor people In great 
cities like New York and Philadelphia. 
It provides for big tenements of steel, 
fireproof construction based upon the 
docks themselves. 
The docks would 


have a foundation of heavy pile work, 
upon which they would be built up of 
granite and concrete. Upon them would 
rise the buildings, with open dock 
room between, where vessels could dis- 
charge cargo into spaces left for cold 
storage and 
ordinary 
storehouses. 


These storage warehouses would be on 
floors opposite the1 vessels, underneath 
the tenements. 


"The tenements would have plenty 


of light and air, they would be abso- 
lutely safe and fireproof, and they 
would accommodate thousands who 
now suffer In the slums. 
On top of 


them esplanades could be arranged. 
My plans provide not only for the 
building of such tenerfcents, but great 
structures for business purposes could 
take their place."

Crime at Soldiers Home 


Charles Seeley of Great Barrington, 


who is an inmate of the soldiers' home 
at Tcgns, Me., in which several local 
people are interested, ia under arrest 
at that place charged with an aggra- 
vated assault on Varney Kimball. The 
latter died as a result of his injuries. 


Seeley was born in Great Barrington 


and enlisted in the 128th New York 
regiment from that town. He is about 
55 years of age and while a resident of 
that town was a peaceable citizen. He 
was somewhat addicted to drink. He 
has several brothers who now resldt- 
in Great Barrington. 


Seelay, since being confined in the 


Augusta, Me., police station, has ad- 
mitted that he was concerned in a fight 
with Kimball a week ago Friday. See- 
ley at l(ho time of his arrest was out on 
a furlough, and was staying at one of 
the places near the home. He was ar- 
raigned in court recently and held for 
tho September term i/f the supreme 
court ia ISOO brad*. 


Joseph Burelle, 28, of this city, was 


killed on the tracks of the Fitchburg 
division about midnight last night by 
a west bound freight. The body was 
found by the crew of an east bound 
freight at 4,10 this morning-, and was 
identified within a short time after as 
that of Durelle, whose absence from 
his boarding house had just been 
noticed. 


This is the first fatal accident in this 


region for the Boston & Maine to con- 
sider since it acquired the Fitchburg 
road. The case will be reported for in- 
quest, although it is not believed that 
tLe road was responsible, the opinion 
being that Burelle went to sleep on the 
tracks. 


Burelle is a Canadian by birth, but 


has lived in this country about nine 
years, coming- to this city a little over 
a year ago. He worked for Hillard, the 
ice man, and when the People's ice 
company was formed, went to work for 
that company as a driver. He boarded 
with A. Amlaw on Holden street, and 
was known as a steady, quiet man. He 
ate supper at the house last night, and 
was supposed to be in the house this 
morning when Mr. Amlaw went to call 
him at 4 o'clock. There was no reply, 
and Mr. Amlaw found that the bed had 
not been occupied. 


A search was just being begun for 


the man, when word came that the 
crew of an, east bound freight 
had 


found the body of a man lying on the 
tracks. The body was found between 
Greylock and Braytonville, near the 
Harrison private roadway under the 
tracks. This is a place where several 
have been killed before, and is con- 
sidered a dangerous place. 


Brakeman Frank Wilson was left 


with the body, and the police notified. 
Medical Examiner Brown was sum- 
moned, and had the body removed to 
Cody's 
undertaking 
establishment, 


where a more detailed examination waa 
made. It was found that the top of 
the man's head had been cut off, the 
left shoulder dislocated, the left arm 
broken in two places, and the body 
otherwise bruised. 


Mr. Amlaw visited the undertaking 


rooms and positively identified the 
body as that of hia boarder. He said 
that last night was the first night since 
Burelle went to live at his house that 
he has not been. home. It was believed 
that he had friends in Greylock whom 
he went to visit, -and in walking home 
on the tracks he either lay down and 
went to sleep or was; struck by the 
train aa he was walking. 
Burelle has a father and brothers and 
sisters living in Canad-a, and an effort 
is being made to reach them. The body 
will probably be sent there for burial. 


Burelle had two insurance policies in 


the Prudential, taken, out June 18, 
amounting to $850, but only one fourth 
of their face value was to be paid if 
death cam© within Six months of the 
time they were taken, out

General Organizer Here. Two Men 


Driven Into Town from Maple Grove 


The strike at Millard's shoe shop has 


not changed materially for some time, 
both sides maintaining the same ac- 
tivity that characterized them at the 
beginning of the contest. General Or- 
ganizer JleMorrow 
of the national 


boot and shoe workers' union, is in the 
city in the interests 
of the strikers, 


and to see what more can be done. 


Two new men were brought to the 


city last evening from Haverhill by the 
company. They were taken from the 
train at Maple Grove, and driven to 
this city in a carnage, going1 directly 
to the factory. The strikers had learn^ 
ed of their arrival, and as the two m«n 
were left in front of the shop, one of 
them, tha only one who could 
be 


reached by the strikers, was told that 
there was trouble In the shop. He at 
once refused to go in, and 
accom- 


panied the strikers back to their hall. 


There he said that he and his com- 


panion had been told by representa- 
tives of the company that there was 
no trouble In the shop, but that his 
suspicions had been aroused when they 
were taken from the train at the small 
s-tation below. They asked, as they 
got out of the train, "Is this North 
Adams?" They, ware told that it was 
not, but that they were to be given a 
little drive. 


The strikers claim that only about 12 


are working1 in the cutting room, but 
the management of the shop claims 
many more than that. The strikers in- 
sist that only two or three of this 
number are really cutters. It is s&id 
that the men who come here for the 
company agree to work at least two 
weeks before they can claim return 
car fare if they decide to leave, and 
that some of those who have come are 
only waiting for the two weeks to ex- 
pire, so that they can get expenses 
home again. 


A new cook for the men who are stay- 


ing at the shop arrived last night, the 
old one having left some days ago.

BEE BUZZES. 


In hiving swarms all washes for the 


hives are useless. 


All things considered, pine is the best 


material for bives. 


Moths do not trouble strong colonies of 


Italian bees very often. 


When the bees become crowded, they 


look out for a new home. 


It is not profitable to keep a colony 


that has a defective queen. 


Sawdust or coal ashes are good to put 


in front of the hives as an alighting 
place for the bees. 


Bottoms of hives will soon rot out if

Raise them about two 
inches from the ground. 


The worst type of the old black bee In 


a box hive may be brought to the highest 
state of perfection by transferring and in- 
troducing an Italian queen.

care to accept a second one. 


Swarms should be hived immediately 


after clustering, because, with few ex- 
ceptions, swarms alight in the immediate 
vicinity of the .hive after issuing from 
the hive.—St. Louis Republic.

ed aa the crooks. 


"That old man who has just left the 


bank," said tha teller as he rau his 
Sneers quickly over the new Mils, "has 
been coming to this place every day 
for the past two years calling for mon- 
ey. He comes In every morning exact- 
ly at 11 o'clock and asks quietly if his 
check bos arrived. I always have to 
tell him no, aud he thanks me gracious- 
ly aad goes away.

Captain of Flreboat Van "Wyclc Has 


Been tlnablc to Sleep Sinflc He 
Helped Fiefct the Flames—Woman 
on Fire Before His Crew, "but None 
Could Save Her. 
Speaking of tlie recent great fire at 


the piers of the North German Lloyd 
Steamship company, the captain of the 
fireboat Van W-yck describes aa fol- 
lows some of the scenes he witnessed: 


"I never saw such a sight before, and 


I hope I never agsyn will see another 
like it," said Captain Connelly of the 
nreboat Robert A. Van Wyck the other 
day to a reporter of the New York 
Press. 


It was nearly 21 hours after the fire, 


but the memory of it, the picture of it, 
was so strongly impressed upon him 
that the commander of the fireboat 
said he had not been able to sleep. "I 
can't get it out of my mind," said he. 
"If I live to be 100 years old, I never 
will forget; neither will any of the 
men on the boat." 


The other morning was spent by the 


men on the Robert A. Van Wyck in 
cleaning up. The Van Wyck'a crew of 
fire fighters saved more than 30 per- 
sons from the Saale. They were along- 
side of her all during the fire. The 
fireboat became a temporary hospital 
for those rescued, and it was the evi- 
dences of the wounded that were clear- 
ed away. The deck looked like that of 
a man-of-war after a battle. There 
were lint bandages and other evidences 
of the duty performed by the crew of 
the Van Vv'yck. Huge piles of cotton 
used to cover wounds were about, look- 
ing ghastly with their red coloring. As 
the man cleaned up the boat many of 
them turned sick from the work with 
recollections of what they had wit- 
nessed. Captain Connelly, Lieutenant 
McGinnoss and others have been fight- 
ing lircs for almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury. Tne fire on Saturday, June 30, 
surpassed anything cither ever had 
seen. 


"I believe we saw the worst of It," 


said the captain. "Anyway, I hope I 
saw the worst of it, because 1 hope 
there were no other poor souls who 
went through the tortures of the im- 
prisoned persons on the Saale. There 
wasn't a man on this boat that would 
not have risked his life a dozen times 
to have saved any of them, but the 
only thing we could do was to pour hi 
water and pray God in his mercy to 
end their misery and suffering. 


"The first thing we caught wns a 


lighter filled with cotton. 
Then we 


heard there were persons on the Saale. 
We went alongside. Every porthole 
had a face. The daadlighta were no 
larger in circumference than an ordi- 
nary cuspidor. The men in the boat 
went on deck and did what they could. 
It wasn't much at that time. We asked 
those who wore ut the portholes how 
many men were in her. The only an- 
swer they could make was they didn't 
know, but there must be 100. 


"6ne man asked for a drink, and we 


gave it to him. lie said the ship was 
filling with water. At that time we 
were pouring 7,000 gallons a minute 
into her. We talked to a half dozen of 
persons forward. Some put their arms 
out of the ports; Ethers managed to get 
a shoulder nud half their head at th* 
opening. We tried axes, pikes, every- 
thing, to break a hole in the side of 
tbe ship. The Chapman came up with 
tlie wrecking apparatus and tried to 
break into her, but nothing made an 
Impression. 


"When we dropped amidships of her, 


I saw the gamest woman that ever 
drew breath of life. My men cried like 
children. She neither screamed nor let 
out a moan. Every man in the com- 
pany wotild have lost anything, been 
crippled or maimed for life, to have 
saved her. 
She was about 35 years 


old, with black hair that hnd been 
burned in places. 
The clothes had 


been burned from )*r shoulders until 
she was nearly naked to tho waist. She 
did not say so, but I think she was a 
passenger. She may have been a stew- 
ardess. 


.-"'We piiiyeu a stream of water ou 


the port and ou her head and then 
gave her a drink. When she stretched 
her hands for It, we saw they were 
burned. Then we passed Into the port 
cue of our 2% Inch lines, and she took 
tt. For 15 minutes she played It about 
Uer, first on one side, then on the other, 
then over her head. She spoke broken 
English, but we managed to under- 
stand that she meant tbe fire was gain- 
Ing on her. We took the etandpipe 
and Jammed it into anctHer deadlight 
near her and swung It la all directions, 
trying to aid hor. She saw what w» 
were doiag, but shook her head as 
though to say, 'It can't save me.' The 
ship b«d listed, and, exhausted In one 
of the rolls It made, she fell. That 
was the last we saw of her. It was 
the gamest fight I ever saw any one 
make. She knew there was no hope, 
was half burned to dearth, standing 
waist deep In water, and never a 
scream. 


"I could see that woman last night 


I can see her now. I've seen, some 
tough sights, scenes that would make 
any man shudder, but that, with the 
surroundings, was the worst. 


"While we were talking to her other 


tugs were to the stern of the Saale 
talking to others. I must have seen 
80 to 40 persons at the ports, 
Tbe 


Van Wyck rescued 30 from the engine 
room. They were the men who stood 
for hours on the pumping station. We 
left aa many dend in there as we res- 
cued living. 
The poor fellows had 


resorted to every means to prolong 
life. The heat must have been fright- 
ful. 
Some of them had kept blankets 


soaked in water about them. 
Others 


had soaked their clothes and held them 
about their heads. When we reached 
them, some of them were crazy. 


"When we touched them, the skin of 


some of them bad been so blistered 
that it peeled off. With it came pieces 
of flesh. It was horrible. When they 
were taken out, they laughed. 
The 


actual $ey of knowing that they were 
released made them forget tho pain 
'they were in. It was fearfully hard to 
stand by and see them. It was pitia- 
ble. They could give no estimate of 
the men left behind. The men taken 
out were not those who had been at 
the deadlights. They were men who 
had been beneath the surface of the 
water when the fire was discovered. 
Those who talked English said when 
they found the ship was afire It al- 
ready was too late to get out. 


"There was an explosion on board 


the Saale, which blew up the forward 
decks. I asked one of the men who 
was imprisoned what it was, and he 
said they had 300 pounds of powder In 
the forward part of the ship. Our men 
were on the deck fighting the fire when 
the explosion occurred. 


"My own impression about the men 


In the engine room is that they wera 
never told there was u fire until it waa 
too late. The persons on deck prob- 
ably did not think It was going to re- 
sult as it did and wkn'ted them there 
to run the pumps or something and 
discovered too late that they were 
cut off. Had the deadlights been larger 
we could have saved many who were 
either drowned or burned to death. 
Of course they were the usual size 
deadlights, but I think there should 
be a provision that in each compart- 
ment or stateroom 'or anywhere where 
men or passengers are Hkely to be cut 
off at least one deadlight should be 
large enough for a person to get out 
through. 


"The stories of the men In the Saale 


never will be known; some of them 
were being burned alive while we were 
playing water on their faces. I think 
many of them were burned until they 
were unable to stand at the- portholes 
and then dropped back and were 
drowned."

How a French Engineer Proposes to 


Produce It. 


The fact that acetylene can be readi- 


ly decomposed into its elements has 1 
long been known. When this is done, 
the carbon is liberated in an extremely 
finely divided state, and, being abso- 
lutely pure, is superior to the best 
lampblack for the manufacture of 
lithographic ink, varnishes and photo- 
graphic-purposes. Commercial calcium 
carbine is, however, still too expensive 
to permit of acetylene black prepared 
from it pompetiug with lampblack. In 
all carbide works, however, there ia 
a considerable quantity of material 
produced which is of such inferior 
quality as to be unsalable, and Mr. 
Hubou, a French engineer, proposes 
to make use of this waste for the pro- 
duction of the acetylene black. 


The process of manufacture is sim- 


ple, says Engineering. The acetylene 
Is forced into an explosion vessel filled 
with hydrogen until a pressure of 
about 75 pounds is attained. Tbe ex- 
plosion is then effected by raising a 
coil of platinum wire inside the vessel 
to a white heat. Acetylene being an 
endothermic substance, a considerable 
quantity of heat is liberated on its de- 
composition, but owing to the gas hav- 
ing been diluted with hydrogen, as de- 
scribed, the highest pressure reached 
during the explosion doea not exceed 
870 pounds per square inch. One cubic 
foot of acetylene yitids one ounce of 
tho black and in addition one cubic 
foot of pure hydrogen, which Itself 
may have a considerable commercial 
value.

"There is probably no country In 


the world that baa, and has always 
had, so many and large uprisings as 
the empire of China," said Isaac Tay- 
lor Headland, professor of mental and 
moral philosophy in Peking university, 
to a representative of the New York 
Sun. 
"Naturally a people of peace, 


they are yet a people of war—no, not 
of war, but of family squabbles, for 
their uprisings, except In extreme 
cases, do not rise to the dignity of 
.war. 


"When there Is a strong emperor at 


the head of the government, they arc 
peaceful, but when, as in the present 
instance, there is a woman on th« 
throne, the whole empire is turned into 
a quarrelsome harem, with the em- 
press dowager In the character of the 
domineering mother-in-law, making 
trouble for the whole world. At such 
a time rioting even on a large scato 
may be precipitated by the most trivial 
causes. 


"Let 
me describe an 
experience 


through which my wife and I passed. 
My wife, who la a physician, was going 
in a sedan chair to see a sick woman. 
I followed on a donkey to escort her. 
Just as we were passing through the 
east gate of Peking a company of sol- 
diers came out of a side street and 
started the same way we had to go. 
My wife was compelled to get out of 
the chair on account of the muddy 
streets. The crowd that had gathered 
to see the soldiers called us foreign 
devils. I suggested that we cross over 
and go down a side street. As we did 
this a hoodlum came out of a corner 
shop, with nothing on save a pair of 
trousers and a pair of shoes, deter- 
mined to raise a row. He followed us 
and gathered a crowd, who began to 
throw bricks, stones, dirt and mud, 
while the original disturber of the 
peace got close enough to kkk my wife 
several times without my knowledge. 
Then he kicked me, and I knocked him 
down and was about to step on him 
when several friendly Chinese stepped 
between us and him, themselves re- 
ceiving njuiy of the blows which were 
aimed at us. For nearly a half hour 
we were in the mob, and, while 
not seriously Injured physically, both 
our nerves and feelings were badly, 
hurt 


"I call attention to the fact that the 


mob was started by one scoundrel, or, 
as the Chinese would call him, a fler 
tu tzu (a man who mcumbers the 
ground—in effect, a loafer), and some 
of the better class risked their own 
comfort and safety to protect us. The 
city authorities Issued an edict at once, 
the scoundrel was arrested, and a 
wooden collar about two feet square, 
which be had to wear for a month, was 
put about his neck. 


"When it is designed by any of the 


hoodlums or the members of a secret 
society to create a disturbance, about 
the first thing they do is to placard tha 
city. The announcement is first cut on 
a board, the operation costing 50 cents 
perhaps. 
From this rude engraving 


they can print from a hundred to a 
thousand copies. These are given to 
the members of the society and are 
sent to different portions of the city to 
be posted on tbe walls of the houses or 
courts, but more especially near the 
city gates and at the cross streets, for 
In these localities they will be seen by 
the largest possible number. The word 
is then passed from lip to lip, and this 
tbe people call yao yen, or, as we say, 
report gossip. No people in the world 
perhaps are greater gosslpers than the 
Chinese. 
They tell everything they 


know and everything they can think 
about 


"This is especially the case at Tien- 


tsin. The Tlen-tsinese. or. as they are 
Bometimes 
called, 
'Tient 
sinners,' 


which they most emphatically are, are 
constantly placarding the city, stating 
the day they expect to attack the for- 
eigners and massacre them or drive 
them out 
Even the Tient sinners, 


however, are not BO bad as the Mo- 
hammedans, as is Indicated by the 
proverb which says, 'Ten oily mouthed 
Pekingese can't outtalk one llppy 
Tlen-tsinese, nor can ten llppy Tlen- 
tsinese oqjtalk one thieving Moham- 
medan.' Tien-tsiu, like all the other 
ports, has suffered from if 
''--rcourse 


with foreigners. With tli 
.cu-tsinese 


it Is much as some hold it to be with 
the new woman—'she has ceased to be 
a woman and has not yet become a 
man"—they have ceased to In* puicly 
Chinese and have only become for- 
eignized to the extent of drinking im- 
ported wine, beer and whisky, smoking 
cigars and cigarettes and swearing. A 
Tien-tsinese who knows not a word of 
respectable English Is often able to 
swear very fluently. 


"It is sometimes said that the upris- 


ings and outbreaks, riots and mobs In 
China are caused by and are mainly 
against the missionaries. Such reports 
are not true. The Chinese make no dis- 
tinctly between those who are arid 
those who are not missionaries. In- 
deed the present Boxer outlaws, brig- 
ands, thieves, kidnapers, robbers or 
whatever you please to call them—for 
they are all of these—make no distinc- 
tion because of the callings pursued by 
the' citizens of any country who wear 
European clothing. They are all equal- 
ly foreign devils without OUrereoce or 
distinction. 


"China Is severely criticised because 


the Borers are not put down. But the 
truth Is that China may fairly be justi- 
fied In not putting down the Boxers on 
the plea that she can't do It Any one 
who has listened to tie pop, pop, pop 
of Chinese guns when the Chinese sol- 
diers are practicing outside the walls 
of Peking, trying but falling to shoot 
together in volleys, will agree with 
this. Not long ago I had the good for- 
tune to witness an inspection of the 
Poking braves bv the majorjof Peking,,

anolf was a spectacle, I can assure 
you, not soon to be forgotten. It look- 
ed like Boston Common without the 
grass on the Fourth of July, when all 
the folks are in from the country. The 
tents for sidfi-Sstoiys are all stretched, 
the fat man stands before bis tent, the 
alligator lies winking in his pond, the 
peanut venders have established their 
stands on every side, and the little 
boys have all brought horns, ^-hich 
they Insist upon blowing everywhere 
and at all tiroes, while a great lot of 
men have put on striped clothing, as 
though a thousand clowns had escaped 
from the circus and were now having 
a good time while out of reach of the 
ringmaster's lash. 
The horns are 


blown, the flags wave, the peanut vend- 
ers sell peanuts and candy, crowds 
gather together around an organ grind-, 
er—mluus fne organ—and he cuts ca- 
pers with his sword, the whole being 
highly suggestive of a crowd of small 
Chinese boys I ojjjee saw playing sol- 
diers during the Chjnese-Japanese war. 


"The youngsters had each found a 


small stick or a large weed, which 
they used as guns, and had arrayed 
themselves into a company. Then they 
made a feint as if to charge with all 
their force on some Imaginary antag- 
onist They screamed and ran about 
in quite as military array as real Chi- 
nese soldiers or as a" crowd of boys 
playing prisoner's base. 
This they 


kept up for some seconds untiLone of 
those in the front rank cried out in 
mock terror: 'The Japanese are com- 
ing! The Japanese are coming!' when 
they all took to their heels like real 
Chinese soldiers and fled In disorder 
and dismay. The obvious reason why 
the Chinese soldiers do not defeat the 
Boxers Is their utter inability to ac- 
complish the task. ^As they said about 
the Japanese, 'One or the other must 
retreat, and, as the Boxers will not, 
we must!' It is a Chinese proverb that 
'no good man win ever become a sol- 
dier.' 
And it Is to be feared the 


proverb-is nearly'true—In China, 


"Ever since Li Hung Chang was 


appointed the representative of the 
dragon throne at the coronation of the 
Russian emperor there has been more 
or lets suspicion of Russia on the part 
of other powers. It was about that 
time that Sir Nicholas O'Connor, In an 
interview with Prince Kung, told him 
In language as blunt as any Britisher 
ever spoke and as forcible as any that 
ever fell from the lips of a son of Brln 
that unless he and his countrymen 
altered their methods and mended their 
ways he should not be surprised if 
within five years he heard of Prince 
Kung being a beggar on the streets of 
Peking. At that time many thought 
there was a deep laid project beneath 
that appointment of the great viceroy. 


"But with ail our making fun of tha 


Chinese because he cannot fight we 
must not forget his power as a diplo- 
matist. He may be easily overcome 
with the weapons of modern warfare, 
but look out for Mm when you come in 
contact with him in a diplomatic way. 
Your European representative froths 
and fumes, pounds the table and some- 
times swears, and the Chinaman pa- 
tiently waits until he gets over It and 
is ready to talk business and then sug- 
gests that 'we go on with the affairs of 
state.' Among the ranks of those who 
wield the tongue and pen the Chinese 
statesman stands In the forefront; and 
he never forgets that the pen is an 
Index of a higher state of civilization 
than the sword. 


"The mistake made by the adherents 


of the young emperor, Kuang Esu, 
was In entirely disregarding the army, 
poor as that body is. If Kuang Hsu 
had first surrounded himself with a 
bodyguard that would have protected 
him from the eunuchs of the palace 
and the empress dowager, he might 
have carried out his magnificent re- 
forms to a successful end. And never 
in the history of China did so magnifi- 
cent a beginning come to such a lam- 
entable and pitiable end. 
That a 


young man raised from Infancy In a 
palace prison, with two old conserva- 
tive women as his chief advisers and 
associates, should break away from all 
ttyj mossback official 
customs 
and 


musty traditions, both of his own an- 
cestry and that of the people he gov- 
erned, and set himself to study the 
Christian's Bible, western science in all 
Its branches, including mathematics, 
chemistry, physics, medicine, .history 
and even the Euglish language, is evi- 
dence enough that Kuoag Hsu is not a 
'weakling,' as some of the papers rep- 
resent him to be, but a character 
which, when the true history of China 
is written, will shlue either as the first 
martyr for ftbcrty and reform or the 
Constantino, Charlemagne or Cromwell 
of, the orient."

Cases {Will be Nol Prossed on July 17 


in Local Court, 
Mrs* Grant Ac. 


companied Husband Into 


Prisoner's Dock 


A 10 dsys' continuance was granted 


by the district court this morning in 
the 
cases of Alexander Grant and 


Diwid Kii.gr, charged with the murders 
of Henry and Blanche Reed. The case 
will be presented to the grand jury 
next Wednesday, and the grand Jury 
\vill Lave passed upon it before the 
case is- next called in the district court 
here on July 17. 
' At that time the cases will be a)l 
prossei) in the local court on recom- 
mendation of the prosecuting officer, 
as they will be in the hands of thu su- 
peiijr court, should the grand jury re- 
turn an incUovment, or finally dispose 1 
of should the grand jury fail to do so. 


There was a tie attendance In tha 


court room Ibis morning, there being 
the usual curiosity to see the two men 
who are charged with the crimes. Both 
Grant and King were brought into the 
court room at the same time, this being 
the first opportunity they have had of 
seeing each other since they were ar- 
rested. They were seated at opposite 
ends of the dock, however, with offi- 
cers between them, and hardly looked 
at each other after the first. 


King was brought into the court by 


Statfr»Detective Letteney of the Cape 
district, who- has been here working on 
the case. King's appearance bad be-in 
considerably improved by thcr shaving 
off of his shaggy beard, which helped 
to give him a stolid expression the first 
time he was in court. 


Grant was brought in by Captain 


Parrow, and was accompanied by his 
wife, who had been with him since 
early nxorning. 
Sh& sat beside him 


during the session of court, and ap- 
peared more nervous than he. 


When the •cases were reached Lawyer 


Niles said "We are ready for the 
hearing." 


Lawyer Couch for the prosecution 


..rose and asked for another continu- 
ance, saying that 
the prosecution, 


even with the five detectives who >'n-o 
been on the case, had been unable f: 
secure all its witnesses for today. Ho 
asked for a continuance of 10 days. 


Lawyer Hibbard for King- said that 


while they were anxious for a hearing 
at as early a date as possible, they ap- 
preciated the position of the common- 
wealth, and in a case of such import- 
ance, they could not object seriously 
to the further continuance. He had 
sc en a letter from the attorney general 
in which the latter asked that the con- 
hr.uance be granted, and saying that

Lawyer IJir-bard then a^fcad whether 


or not the prisoners wcnila'bS taken to 
Pittsfield jail without orflfer 
of

court, and was told by ther judge that 
they would. Mr. Hibbard consulted 
for a moment with Kirs, and then ad- 
dressed the court, sjying that he un- 
derstood that M> >~i'es wished to have 
his client, Gr-»nt, kept here for con- 
venience in cor.rultation, 
and 
that 


therefore he would ask that King also 
be- kept here. 


Mr. Couch objected, saying- that as 


tlio continuance was a long one, the 
prosecution felt that the men should 
iiuw be removed to the usual place, as 
ll:iy had been kept here for 10 days al- 
ien dy for the defense. 


Mr. Niles answered that the continu- 


ance was no longer than the first, and 
that the same reasons held good for 
keeping the men in the local station.

As mentioned above, Wednesday is 


the day set for the presentation of the 
cases to the grand jury. This will bo 
done by District Attorney

and about 50 witnesses have been or 
will be summoned to appear. Justice 
Jt mes B. Richardson of Boston will 
preside at the grand jury session, and 
after hearing its report will preside at 
the criminal sitting of the superior 
court. 


If an indictment Is returned against

If the men are indicted, State Officer

Editor of the Transcript: 


The city council have met o^ce more 


and after a windy session, augmented 
by the eloquence of Mr. Amadon, who 
unfortunately for him was hit by his 
own boomerang, 
have 
consented to 


grant the modest request of the City 
band that $600 be appropriated for open 
air concerts this season; the fourth of 
which, weather permitting, to be given 
this evening. 


On behalf of the leader and members 


of the band I wish to express my 
grateful acknowledgment for this long 
contested appropriation. 


When I state that this fund will give 


each member of the band the magni- 
ficent sum of $1.50 per ooncert, the 
public will understand the interes* and 
anxiety attending Hie action of the 
council In this matter. 


Seriously, these concerts have be- 


come, if not a necessity, a matter in 
which the general public have acquired 
an Interest which ought not to be dis- 
regarded. 


It is not my purpose however to al- 


lude to the benefits made possible by 
these concerts, but to state to the pub- 
lic that which I also propose to state 
to- Mr. Amadou, who has taken occa- 
sion in a public and most unwarranted 
manner to assail me for doing what I 
considered my duty. 


Hr. Amadon evidently feels, being a 


ccjiicilman, that ordinary plain every 
any citizens have no right to a public 
expression of thought;'that the humble 
taxpayer is fortunate if he can. but

President Tuttle of the Boston 
and M-lne railroad is now directing 
the combined roads. One of the chang- 
es is the appointment of Charles M.

formerly 
general 
passenger 


agent of the Fitchburg railroad to as- 
sistant general passenger agent of the 
Boston and Maine railroad and George 
E. Byram, formerly genera! baggage 
agent of the Fitchburg, is appointed 
assistant general baggage agent of the 
Boston and Maine. 


George K. Dudley, general eastern 


freight agent, and Edward Shattuck, 
formerly freight agent of the Fitch- 
burg, have been appointed to similar 
positions with the Boston and Maine 
railroad. W. F. Simons, superinten- 
dent of elevators for the Boston and 
Maine railroad, has his jurisdiction 
extended to the Fltchburs elevators. 


The officials of the Boston and Maine 


passed through the city going west last 
evening ant! returned going; east this 
morning. They stopped off here for a 
brief inspection of the local 
station,

charge here. The party, which rode In 
the direcors' car, consisted of General 
Superintendent D. W. Sanborn of the 
Boston and Maine, T.

Boston and Maine mileaee books are 


now good on the FitcnTjurg railroad 
and Fitchburg mileage uooks are good 
on the Boslon and Maine railroad un- 
der the same conditions as the Boston 
and Maine books are honored. A com- 
plete inventory Of the property of the 
Fitchburg is being- made. 


The followin0" is from the Boston 


Herald: 


Speculation is rife as to what par- 


ticul-ar use the Boston & Maine is to 
make of the Fitchburg property, but 
it is too early to exploit with any de- 
gree of promised success on' the future 
of this road. 


An unofficial statement was" made by 


one of the news bureaus, today, to the 
effect that "it is quite certain that the 
present head of the Fitchburg company 
will be allowed to sever his connection 
with the road, and with him any of the 
officials who werfe so active in opposing 
the lease. Minor changes of the same 
nature will probably be ins-tltuted very 
shortly. But it is conceded that the 
principal change will come in the man- 
agement of the road itself.

Fitchburg from a freight road into one 
of the connecting links in a trans- 
continental system, is confidently ex- 
pected.

senger road—that is with respect to 
through travel to and from the west— 
but with the rest of the Boston &

tremely likely and probable that thera 
will be a radical change in this re- 
spect, and that faster trains, better 
car service, and better and more de- 
sirable connections with the western 
roads will come as a result of the 
merging of the Fitchburg railroad into 
the Boston & Maine system."
